Recommendations designed. to 
give mental nursing a status equal 
to that of any branch of nursing, 
and improved conditions of ser- 
vice are contained in a report 
published as a White Paper yester- 
day by Mr. Aneurin Bevan, Minis- 
ter of Health, and Miss Ellen Wil- 
kinson, Minister of Education. 

The report. is that of the sub- 
committee on Mental Nursin and 
the Nursing of the Mentally 
tive, appointed by the Athlone 
Inter-Departmental Committee on 
Nursing Services. 

It is recommended that qualified 
mental nurses should be entitled to 
the designation “State Registered 
Nurse,” and that there should be 
one recoghised qualification for the 
imental nurse instead of eae 
examinations. Higher in 
mental hospitals should oo held 
only ‘by nurses with the double 
€iqualification of mental and general 
nursing. 

The salary for the mental nurse 
should be higher than that for the 
se trained nurse, and a 96-hour 

rtnight generally is oir as 
essentia! in establishing satisfactory |- 
conditions. 

Discipline should not extend to 
off duty hours, when the nurse, as 
far as possible, should have the 
personal liberty of a. private in- 
dividual. 

In many hospitals the cooking 
and serving of food required im- 
provement. The cafeteria system 
should be introduced where pos- 
sible. There should be provision 
for obtaining light. meals and for 
the entertainment of guests of both
